33 and 34 have been amended and 
claims 23, 24, 26 and 35 have been canceled. Claims 37-42 have been added. In light 
of the above amendments, favorable reconsideration and allowance of the application 
is respectfvilly requested.

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REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S>C, 8 102 - KHIDEKEL 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0027527 ("Khidefcer). 
Applicants submit that the rejections of claims 23, 24, 26 and 35 are moot to due 
their cancelation and respectfully traverse the remaining rejections. 

For reasons discussed during the Examiner interview, Applicants respectfully 
submit that Khidekel cannot anticipate the amended claims 1, 9 and 29 and request 
that their rejections be withdrawn. Applicants further submit that the rejections of 
claims 2-8. 10-22, 25. 27-34 and 36 should also be withdrawn, at least by virtue of 
their dependency upon claims 1. 9 and 29.
